The event was attended by '10,000 people from all parts of 


the country and there were many prominent public men in the 
great assemblage. The gift to the country was made by the 
Lincoln Farm Association, which was organized some years 
ago for the purpose of preserving the birthplace of the great 
emancipator for all time, and .its work has been well done. I]IHI rfc| 
The association called upon the people of the country for sub- ^^nmi'l"! 
scriplions witli which to further the good work, and these were 
received from every part of the United States in sums ranging 
from 25 cents upward." The lolal cost of the work was abouE 
.^S.^,000, and the property will remain forever as a memorial 
to one of the best and greafesl men that ever lived. 


This log cabin, which from this time on will stand as a 


shrine of Ihe American people, has an interesting history. 
It 


was built by Abraham Lincoln's father when he settled in the 
wilds of Kentucky in the country's early days.- After Abra- 
ham Lincoln had done his work and achievedshis fame the 
cabin was bought by a showman and exhibited about the 
country. Some years ago Robert Collier of New York bought 
the cabin and organized" the Lincoln 1-arm Association, which 
bought the farm on which (he Whin was originally erected, and 
through his ciTorls and the efforts of those who have co- 
operated with him (his priceless'giff has been turned over lo 
(lie United Stales as a perpetual memorial lo o.ne of its most 
illustrious sons. 


The whole aiTair has been handled in the most creditable 


manner from the start. The speaking by President Wilson 
and other prominent men on flit occasion of the acceptance 
of the gift was such as befitted Ihe occasion, and the gift will 
be cherished for all lime hy'a grateful and appreciative coun- 
try. And besides being an imperishable memorial to Lincoln 
it should preserve in grateful remembrance lhc name of Robert 
Collier, to whose forethought and energy the country is in- 
debted for a gift whose value will constantly increase with the 
lapse of time.
